JAMES W. LAMBERT 
SHOT DEAD SATURDAY 


James Wayne Lambert 
age 47, of Route two, Troy, 
was. killed Saturday night in 
an exchange of gunfire with 
two other men. The shooting 
occured at “Grace's”, a 
night-spot just north of the 
Coffee-Pike County Line . 

Arrested and charged with 
first degree murder were L. 
Q. Crawford, Jr., of Route 
2, Troy, and Jessee Franklin 
Gatlin, of Jack. Both men 
were released on $3,000 bond, 
according to Pike County Sh- 
eriff Harold Anderson 

Anderson stated that the 
men would be bound over to 
a Grand Jury but an indictment 
is not expected. 

Crawford was identifiedas 
a son-in-law to the dead man 
and Gatlin is reportedly an - 
employee of Grace’s, where 
the shooting took place 

According to witnesses at 
the scene, Lambert entered the 
building ai approximately %:40 
and quarreled with his ex- 
wife, Mrs. Marilyn Lambert, 
of Route one, Jack, and thr- 
eatened her with a knife. When 
Crawford intervened in the 
quarrell, Lambert allegedly 
attacked him with the knife and 
Crawford struck him with a 
chair, apparently breaking his 
nose 

After being hit with the 
chair, Lambert retreated and 
reportedly told Crawford he 
was going home to get a gun 

Between 19:00 and 10:15, 
Lambert returned to the store 
and fired a 12 gauge shotgun 
blast through a screen door, 
Crawford and Gatlin returned 
the fire, Crawford with a .38 
revolver and Gatlin with a .32 
automatic 

Gatlin and Crawford ap - 
parently each fired one shot 
with one bullet striking 
Lambert in the chest and the 
other grazing his heat Pike 
County Coroner, Alan Booth, 
Said the state toxocologist’s 
lab performed an autopsy Mon 
but has not determined from 
which gun the fatal bullet was 
fired

First, no 


one is quite sure just what the bill will do. It says a county

Actually, I can see 
some problems of authority if there are two heads charged 
with the same work, but other than that, the commissioners 
will have no more authority than they now have.

That is not what is amusing - the almost funny part is that 
in 1973, the ‘‘other commissioners’’ wanted the same thing 
but could not get the majority support. Oh well, if my emo- 
tions didn't get involved in these cases, then state, county

GENERAL ROBERT E LEE 
IS FINALLY A CITIZEN 


final action 
105 years too late, a 
grievous wrong has _ finally 
been made right. Last week 
the House passed the Senate 
Joint Resolution posthumously 
restoring full rights of citizen- 
ship to General Robert E. Lee 
President Ford is expected to 
Shortly sign this legislation 

This was indeed unique leg 
islation and one of the few 
times that Congress has sought 
to invoke it’s constitutional 
powers under section three of 
the 14th Amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution, 

Restoring full citizenship 
rights to General Lee was a 
bipartisan effort and should 
Serve as an exceptional re- 
minder of how we can learn 
from history, and in these dif- 
ficult days, once again reunite 
for the nation’s intevest. 1 
am proud to have supported 
his legislation which cleans 
the last tarnish from Lee's 
memory and counteracts the 
epitome of government in 
action. 

It is generally acknow- 
ledged that General Lee faith- 
fully executed all the papers 
and oaths of allegiance to re- 
gain his citizenship following 
the Civil War and even en- 
couraged others todo likewise 
Lee urged his friends and 


Even though 
came 


Students, as President of Was- 
hington College in Lexington 
Virginia after the war, tokeep 
the peace and accept the out- 
come of the war. He opposed 


the bitterness and hatred swe 
eping the South and the North 
He did everything he could to 
restore the economic, social 
and political power of the 
South. He said, “I shall devote 
my remain energies toward 
training young men to do their 
duty in life” and also urged 
people of the South to “Make 
your sons Americans.” 

Yet due to a bureaucratic 
mistake or the intentional aec- 
tions of some person, Lee's 
oath of allegiance was never 
received by the proper auth 
orities in Washington. Thanks 
to a diligent researcher at 
the National Archives , the 


General's oath of allegiance 
was found among some other 
Civil War papers in 1970, 
and interest in restoring Lee's 
citizenship was renewed 

In these days when real 
heroes are hard to come by, 
Lee stands alone.

Un- 
der the rresident’s proposal, 
of the four cents Federal gas- 
Oline tax now going into the 
Highway Trust Fund, one cent 
only would be funneled into 
the General Fund for interstate 
roads; two cents would be 
funneled into the General Fund 
of the U.S. Treasury; and the 
remaining one cent would be 


“repealed in any State which 


increased its own gas tax by 
one cent, and there would be 
no restriction on how this 
money could be spent. 

There are still some 6,400 
miles of planned interstate 
highways yet to be completed 
throughout the Nation but the 
President’s plan could delay 
completion for another 30 yrs. 

Today, Alabamians and 
those traveling through our 
State can ride on more than 
700 miles of Alabama inter- 
State roads which have been 
completed at a cost of some 
$1.2 billion, 90 percent of 
which has come from the Fed- 
eral Highway Trust Fund. 

There are still nearly 200 
miles of Alabama interstate 
highway remaining to be built 
with a cost estimate of some 
$680 million. 

In addition to the Inter- 
State system, some 22,000 mi- 
les of primary, secondary and 
urban roads have been built 
in Alabama since 1956 at a 
cost of some $2.3 billion, of 
which about half has been met 
by Federal aid programs 

The President's proposal 
would mark the beginning of 
the end of the Highway Trust 
Fund by making highway tax 
revenues available for any and 
all purposes that Congress 
might dream up. Destruction 
of this highly successful pro- 
gram would be a grave breach 
of faith with those who have 
been paying the bills for high-

Q. I was in the hospital 


for 2 weeks last month, and 
now I have to go buck in this 
month, I thought I'd be 
starting a new Medicare 
benefit period, but my doctor 
says I'm in the same benefit 
period. Is he right? 

A. Yes, your doctor is 
right. Even though you have 
been out of the hospital you 
are still in the same benefit 
period. A_ benefit period 
starts when you first enter 
a hospital, but it doesn’t end 
until you have been out of a 
hospital (or skilled nursing 
facility for 60 consecutive 
days. You have been out of 
the hospital for less than 60 
days, so you are in the same 
benefit period. 

Medicare helps pay for up 
to 90 uays of hospital care 
in each benefit period. You 
still have 76 days of cover- 
age left in this benefit pe- 
riod, plus any reserve days 
you haven't used previously. 

Q. I've heard that both 
parts of Medicare cover 
home health care. Is the 
coverage the same under 
both parts? 


A. In general, Medicure’s 
hospital insurance cun pay 
for home health care after 
you have been in a partici- 
pating hospital for at least 
3 days in a row. Under 
Medicare's medical insur- 
ance, you don’t have to have 
au 3-day stay in a hospital to 
get home health care. But, 
under each part, home health 
care is covered-only if cer- 
tain conditions are met. 
Your Medicare Handbook 
explains home health care in 
detail. If you don’t have a 
handbook, you cun get one 
aut anv social security office. 

Q. I plan to apply at my 
social security oflice for 
suppiemental security in- 
come payments. If I'm eli- 
gible, will I alsu be eligible 
for Medicaid? 

A. In most States, people 
getting supplemental secu- 
rity income payments are 
automatically eligible for 
Medicaid. But some States 
have different require- 
ments. When you apply for 
supplemental] security in- 
come payments, ask if you 
will have to apply for Medi- 
caid, too.

LBW Reminds 
Vets Of 


Benefits 


Veterans planning toenroll 
in day or evening classes at 
Lurleen B. Wallace State Col- 
lege are urged to complete 
their applications now inorder 
to receive advanced payments 
in time for Fall quarter reg- 
istration 

Increased G.I. educational 
benefits are available to those 
veterans released from active 
duty after January 31, 1°55. 
The veteran is advised to take 
advantage of these benefits 
which they rightfully deserve 
and while they are available 

Veterans may beginor con- 
tinue their education at LBW 
and receive benefits as full- 
time students during the day or 


evening Benefits are also 
available for part - time 
students. 

G.I. Educational benefits 


now entitle a single veteran 
attending college full-time to 
receive $270 each month. A 
married veteran is eligible for 
$321 a month, andthe allowan- 
ce for a married veteran with 
one child is $336. For each 
additional dependant, the vet- 
eran will receive $22 per 
month. 

Tuition at LBW remains at 
$67.50 per quarter or $22.50 
a month. With these figures 
in mind, along with the be- 
nefits available, one can read- 
ily calculate that the veteran 
can have a good supplemental 
income in this time of inf- 
lation while attending college 
and improving himself educ- 
ationally. 

Since LBW operates on an 
open door admission policy, 
the applicant is only required 
to be a high school graduate 
or to successfully complete 
the General Educational Dev- 
elopment (GED) test. TheGED 
test is administered daily at 
LBW and may be taken with- 
out appointment.

his fall, John D. Lowery, 
Sr., 68-year-old retiree from 
Elba, will realize a life-long 
dream when he sits for the 
Certified Public Accountant 
(CPA) examination. 

“Some folks criticize Ala- 
bama’s public education sys- 
tem,”’ Lowery said, ‘but I 
thank God for it. If there had 
been no junior colleges, I 
would not have been able to 
start my new career.” 

Lowery spent his life in 
bookkeeping and accounting 
and longed to earn the cher- 
ished CPA degignation. One of 
the requirements for the CPA 
at that time was a two-year 
degree in accounting. Lowery 
had no college training so he 
was stumped. 

In 1971 he learned of the 
night program at Enterprise 
State Junior College and was 
encouraged to enroll. ‘Iwas 
indeed a challenge,’ he said. 
“I was 64 at the time and was 
afraid I'd be out of place among 
the young folks.’’ 

He started with two sub- 
jects summer quarter 1971 
and attended night classes 
after working all day at Dorsey 
Trailers in Elba. ‘‘That was 
the toughest quarter for me,’’ 
he recalls. ‘‘I needed a lot 
of help from my instructors 
and if they had not come th- 
rough, I'd have been a dis- 
couraged dropout.”’ 

Lowery made it that quart- 
er and three others, before 
retiring from Dorsey Trail- 
ers in 1972 and moving to: 
full-time day classes. He 
completed the requirements 
for his two-year degree at 
Enterprise State Junior Col-

lege in 1°73 and transferred to 
Troy State University where 
he received his bachelor’s de- 
gree in accounting in June, 
1°75. 

“It was quite an exper- 
ience,’’ Lowery said. *‘I found 
that students pay little atten- 
tion to a man’s age. We were 
all fighting the same battle and 
I was just one of the gang 
I'm real proud of our educa- 
tion system. It gives us all, 
young and old, an opportu- 
nity that was not available 
when I was a kid." 

Lowery left high school 
before graduation and while 
working in Lockhart, Alabama 
he married Jimmie Tollison 
and studied nights to com- 
plete the few credits needed 
for his diploma at Covington 
County High School in Florala. 

After he earned his dip- 
loma, Lowery took several 
correspondence courses in- 
cluding one in higher account - 
ing at International Accounting 
Society in Chicago. He was 
employed by a soft drink com- 
pany in Andalusia as book- 
keeper and office manager be- 
fore going to Dorsey Trailers 
in 1944. When he retired in 
1972 he was head accountant, 
Statistician and secretary. 

“IT saw the last days of the 
ox cart and have lived into 
the space age and the age of 
electronics,’’ Lowery Said. 
“My advice to the young andto 
the not-so-young istoprepare 
themselves for this new age 
by taking advantage of our 
many educational opportunit- 
ies.

FROM THE ALABAMA SCHOOL JOURNAL 


How The Trust Fund 
Came To Be 


With a view of giving 
education a badly needed new 
deal, Governor Bibb Graves 
and a forward looking legis- 
lature passed the Equalization 
Law and established the Al- 
abama Special Educationai 
Trust Fund in 1927. 

The equalization Law was 
the first attempt made by the 
State to correct inequalities 
of educational opportunities 
which existed among the cou- 
nties in Alabama. 

The Alabama Special Ed- 
ucational Trust Fund was 
set up as a depository for 
new taxes, earmarked for 
education, from whichapprop- 
riations would be paid for the 
support and maintenance of 
new school buildings. 

Meanwhile, the Education 
Act provided that “In the event 
such trust funds are not suf- 
ficient to cover said approp- 
riations, then the balance 
Shall be payable out of 
any other funds in the tre- 
asury (General Fund) not ot- 
herwise appropriated.” 

Prior to establishment of 
the Trust Fund, all approp- 
riations for the public schools 
and colleges were made from 
the General Fund. 

As a result ofthe new taxes 
tabbed for the Trust Fund, 
state support of education in- 
creased approximately $4 mil- 
lion and public education ad- 
vanced during 1927-31. 

Between 1931-35 the dis- 
aster of the Depression hit 
with full force and the Trust 
Fund was not able to provide 
the financial support needed 
for education. School terms 
were shortened, school years 
were reduced, teachers were 
paid in script (certificates of 
indebtedness) in lieu of cash. 

When, in 1933, revenues 
fell short of appropriations 
and proration of funds for the 
various agencies of state gov- 
ernment appeared inevitable, 
an attorney general’s opinion 
classified education as a non- 
essential service of govern- 


ment. Executive, Legislative, 
and Judiciary departments 
were classified as essential. 

As a result of the ruling, 
education appropriations of 
some $2 million were suspen- 
ded, a reduction of about 50 
per cent of actual operating 
expenses for education. The 
results were, of course, dis- 
asterous. 

An attempt was made th- 
rough the courts to reverse 
the opinion of the attorney 
general and to secure for ed- 
ucation its proportionate share 
of General Fund Approp- 
riations. This case, known as 
Abramson and Hill vy. Hard, 
Was unsuccessful and the de- 
murrers of the attorney gen- 
eral were upheld. Upon appeal,

At the same time a store 
license tax was levied and 
earmarked for the Trust Fund 
Since that time the following 
taxes have been added: Sales 
Tax in 1937; Income Tax in 
1947 (Constitutional amend- 
ment No. 61 ratified Sept., 
1°47); additional Tobacco Tax 
in 1959; Utilities Tax in 
1969; Insurance Companies 
Tax in 196%. In addition, a 
Beer Tax was levied in 1963 
for support of the state trade 
schools and junior colleges 
is paid into the Trust Fund. 
A Rental and Leasing Tax 
levied to accrue to Trust Fund 
and to finance medical ed- 
ucation and mental health 
bonds was passed in 1971. 
In 1971, 58 per cent of net 
receipts of tax on Hydro- 
electric companies, Rail - 
roads, Telephone, Express 
Companies, and Pullman Co- 
mpanies earmarked for mental 
health, balance to Trust Fund. 

Today the Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund is still 
the principal source of all 
education funding. The mini- 
mum program receives its 
major appropriation from the 
Trust Fund, but in addition , 
13 senior colleges, 45 trade 
schools and junior colleges, 
2--4 medical schools, 2--2 
year medical schools and over 
50 other educational facilities 
all receive their appropriati- 
ons from this source. 

The Trust Fund was set 
up to protect educational re- 
venues. Past experience has) 
illustrated the necessity for 
this and the dire consequences 
suffered by Alabama youth 
when such funds are not ay- 
ailable. 

Recollections of deprivat- 
ion resulting from inadequate 
school funds remain fresh in 
the mind of educators. Deter- 
mination to maintain and st- 
rengthen the Educational Trust 
Fund is strong. Any attempts 
to unearmark taxes or to di- 
vert monies from it are viewed 
as precedent setters and 
moves to be defeated at all 
cost. While the Governor pro- 
poses taking “only” $40 million 
from the ASETF in 1975, those 
opposed to diversion foreseea 
snowball effect with ultimate 
ruin to educational financing 
as the end result.

REFINISHING FURNITURE 

Furniture refinishers often 
wonder what's the best type 
of finish to apply to redone 
pieces. A good grade varnish 
makes an excellent furniture 
finish. It will produce a hard 
surface which is more water- 
proof, alcoholproof and heat- 
proof than any other home fi- 
nish such as shellac, lacquer, 
oil or wax 

Varnish flows easily and 
levels well when applied right. 
It’s transparent and provides 
body and depth to the finish. 
Varnish is also strong and 
durable, so two coats are ad- 
equate for most home pro- 
jects 

Some disadvantages of var- 
hish are that it takes more 
time to harden than many other 
finishes and can't be applied 
over a-lacquer finish. Some 
varnishes give a satin finish 
while others are glossy. It’s 
best to use only the type re- 
commended by the manufac- 
turers for furniture 
STAINS 

To remove perspiration st- 
wre irom a garment, sponge 
the area with diluted vinegar 
and wash immediately.

SOIL SURVEY NEARSCOM- 
PLETION 

The Coffee County Soil Sur- 
vey has less than65,000 acres 
remaining of the 433,280 acres 
comprising Coffee County 
These remaining acres are lo- 
cated in the northern portion 
of the county The Coffee 
County Soil Survey Party con- 
Sists of Soil Scientist Joel 
Childs, and Soil Scientist 
MacArthur Harris. 

The survey began July , 
1972 at the request of the 
Coffee County Soil and Water 
Conservation District , and 
with the cooperation of the 
Soil Conservation Service , 
Alabama Agricultural Exp- 
eriment Station, and the Ala- 
bama Department of Agric- 
ulture and Industries, is well 
ahead of the June 30, 1976 
deadline for completion. - 

These scientists have wal- 
ked over and surveyed a total 
of 370,000 acres of landinthis 
county, making soil borings to 
be used in classifying soils. 
The two types of surveys .con- 
ducted in making these soils 
classifications are “Detail,” 
and “Reconnaissance ”. The 
Detail soil survey is a type 
of survey used for moderate 
landuse planning such as ten- 
tative guides for planning 
cropland woodland, rec- 
reation areas, housing, and 
industry. Reconnaissance soil 
survey is used fora very broad 
scope of planning, and usually 
consist of planning largetracts 
of land 


Coffee County is situated 
in the southeastern part of 
the state and is entirely with- 
in the Southern Coastal Plain 
and the soils vary widely from 
the area commonly known as 
south Coffee to north Coffee 
South Coffee County being 
south of the town of New Bro- 
ckton, and north Coffee County 
in the area north of New 
Brockton. Allow me, if you 
will, to use these two areas 
to explain the range of con- 
trasting soils. In south Coffee 
County, which is completely 
mapped, there are soils that 
are yellowish brown, reddish 
brown, and red incolor. The 
texture of these soils range 
from sandy to clayey. The 
north Coffee County area is 
an area which consists mainly 
of timber land with rolling hills 
and river terraces. Thisarea 
has mostly red clayey soils 
that are somewhat difficult to 
manage.

farming situation. He doesn't 
own any land but he plants 
about 100 acres of peanuts 
each year 0 acres of corr 
and 4 few sovbeans. However 
Anderson's farming busines 
becomes less unusual each 
year because more farmer 
are renting and leasing land 
than ever before 

Peanuts are Anderson's 


main income crop, and he does 
everything that he knows to do 
to make a high vield. Last 
year he used a fungicide that 


did not hold up through the 
season The severe leafspot 
and dry weather were resp 


onsible for him making less 
than a ton per acre 

Talking about this vear's 
crop, Anderson said, 


i¢ 
peanuts are looking a lot better 
this year. Ihave been able to 
get a good supply of “Bravo” 
Kocide"” and “Du-Ter" this 
year. | have very little leaf 
spot disease. I don't know how 
the yield is going to turn out, 
but my peanuts look a lot bet 
ter than they did last vear at 
this time. We have already 
sprayed for leafspot four times 
and are staying on schedule 
During the rainy weather we 
have shortened our spray in 
terval to 10 days. After my 
experience with leafspot last 
year, | don’t want to take any 
chances. Thad rather put it 
out two or three days too 
early than two or three days 
too late.” 

Anderson planted his 100 
acres with the Florunner var- 
lety using “0 pounds per acre 
He fertilized and limed ac- 
cording to soil test. However, 
he added a little nitrogen to 
get the peanuts off to a fast 
start. He used Nemagonto con- 
trol nematodes and feels that 
this ts another reason why his 
peanuts are doing better than 
last year. He put the Nemagon
